Henry BUhop, a Victim of Dropsy «na 


Heart DUWBM, Called Home. 


Henry Bishop, the retired bricklayer, 


who had liyed in Deoatnr Mnoe 1857, died 
last evening at 6:40 o'clock -while seated 
in a chair at the family residence at the 
corner of North Water and Eldorado 
streets. The deceased, who retired from 
business in 1876, had been ill for seven 
months with dropsy. *ith whio11 he anf" 
fared greatly; but the immediate cause of 
his death was heart disease. He was able 
during yesterday to walk about his room 
and seat himself at the table, but his ap- 
petite was poor and he ate but little. In 
health he was apparently strong and vig- 
orous, and he was ever ready to laugh 
and joke with friends. 


The deceased was a native of Duchess 


county, New York, where he was born 
October 12,1831, and he was therefore in 
the 54th year of his age. He married his 
second cousin, Celia Bishop, in 1856, and 
the issue o£ the union was three children, 
two ot whom died when quite young. 
Adele Bishop is the only surviving daugh- 
ter. At Columbus, Ohio, in 1875, the 
deceased married Alice J. Cornell, and 
she survives her husband. 


Mr. Bishop np to 1876 was a hard work- 


ing contractor, and by industry and econ- 
omy accumulated considerable property 
which leaves his family in good circum- 
stances. Ot late years he devoted his 
time to looking after his property inter- 
ests und to making careful investments. 
Though not an active member of any 
church, he attended the services and con- 
tributed liberally of his means to the 
Methodist churches. Eev. T. I. Ooultas 
was with him last evening when he died. 
Mr, Bishop was for 20 years a member of 
the Masonic fraternity. 


The funeral will probably take place 


Thursday afternoon from the family resi- 
dence. 


A Funny Case.
